This is In response to Mr. Karry Wang telephone interview and subsequent 
request for interview summary dated February 7,2005. 

Applicant's representative requests a withdrawal of final rejection. The reason as 
the representative presents the final rejection is hastv and ill-considered . Besides, 
applicant representative argues that the examiner does not address applicant's remark 
on the previous action, the examiner simply notes that argument is moot as the new 
ground rejection is applied to applicant claim invention reciting new references. 
Applicant does get a chance to review the rejection because the rejection is made final. 

The examiner disagrees with applicant's representative for the following reasons: 

I. It is proper to made a subsequent response made final upon applicant made 
amendment to the claims in order to overcome a previous rejection. 

II. Since applicant's representative made amendment to applicant claims 
invention, it is also proper to made a new ground of rejection reciting new references. 

III. finally, the examiner does not need to address applicant's remark because 
applicant's argument is moot to new ground of rejection. See MPEP 706.07 (a). 

Applicant amend claims to overcome a previous rejection by including new 
feature, the examiner updates search and find a prior art reference relevant to applicant 
claim invention, then applied a new ground of rejection and made it final. Therefore, it is 
proper to make a second action rejection final.
